twenty Years, without taking any Fines for the ſame, and not 
leſſening the preſent Rents, but increaſeing them at their Diſ- 
creſſions, to the end the Premiſes may be improved, and the 
Rents advanced for the Benefitt of the ſaid poore People of 
Mancheſter, and the Comiconers haveing ſeriouſly conſidered 
of the ſaid Matter with the ſaid Feoffees, Burrowreeve, Conſta- 
bles, and Church-wardens of Mancheſter aforeſaid, and being

of Opinion that it is much better for the Advantage and Bene- 
fitt of the ſaid poore People of Mancheſter, that the ſaid Feof- 
fees ſhould be authorized to make Leaſes of the ſaid Premiſſes 
for ſome conſiderable Number of Years, to the Intent the year- 
ly Revenues thereof might be improved; they the ſaid Comi- 
coners did by Vertue of the ſaid Statute and Comicon, order 
and decree that the ſaid John Johnſon, Michaell Dicconſon, 
Oſwel Moſley, John Hartley, Thomas Lancaſhire, Richard 
Fox, Samuell Dicconſon, and Edward Bootle, the preſent Feof- 
fees of the ſaid Premiſſes; and alſoe all and every other Perſon 
or Perſons that ſhould for ever thereafter be ele&ed and choſen 


Feoffees, by Vertue of the ſaid Deed of Feoffment, ſhall have 


Power, Liberty, and Authority to ſet, let, and diſpoſe by Leaſe 
or Leaſes, or otherwiſe, all or any Parte of the faid Meſſuages, 
Lands and Premiſſes, ſoe given and limited by the ſaid George 
Clerke, for the Releefe of the poore, aged, impotent and needy 
People, inhabiting within the ſaid Towne of Mancheſter as 
_ aforeſaid, for the Terme of one and twenty Yeares, and noe 
longer, or for any leſſer Terme of Yeares; and that the ſaid 
Feoffees ſhould not take any Fine or Fines for ſuch faid Leaſe 
or Leaſes, but ſhould demiſe the ſaid Premiſſes upon an im- 
proved yearely Rent, which thall be of a greater yearely Value 
then the ſaid Premiſſes are now rented or farmed at: And it 
was thereby further ordered, adjudged, and decreed, that 
whenſoever any ten of the laſt appointed Feoffees ſhould bee 
deceaſed, and that there ſhould be onely four of them liveing, 
that then the ſaid four Survivors ſhould within ſix Month then 
next following, grant, convey, and aſſure, all their and every 
of their Eſtate and Tyrle, of, in and upon the faid Meſſuage, 

Burgage, 
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Burgage, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments and Premiſles, 
with their Appurtenances, unto ſome other Ten ſubſtantiall 
and diſcreet Perſons, to have and to hould to them, their 
Heires and Aſſignes to the Uſe and Behoofe of the ſame Sur- 
vivors, and the other Grantees, their Heires and Aſſignes; ne- 
vertheleſſe, for the perpetuall Performance of the Truſt and 
Uſe in the ſaid Deed menconed, and that to noe other Uſe, In- 
tent, or Purpoſe whatſoever, and that the ſame Order, Grant, 
Conveyance, and Aſſureance concerneing the Premiſſes, ſhall 
from Time to Time ſucceſſively, and at all Times for ever, be 
obſerved, performed and made, when and ſoe often as there 
ſhall happen to be onely four Feoffees concerneing the Pre- 
miſſes in full Life, as by the ſaid Inquiſicon and Decree re- 
maineing on the Files of this Court may appeare: Now this 
Day Mr. Yates of Councel with the ſaid Inhabitants of the 
ſaid Towne of Mancheſter, humbly moved the Court for a Con- 
firmacon of the ſaid Decree of the Comiconers, the ſame being 
made for Improvement of the Premiſſes, and to advance the 
Rents and Profitts, for the better Helpe and Improvement of 
the poore People who are to have the Advantage thereof, and 
the Court being informed, that the ſaid Decree was made by 
Conſent of the Truſtees or Feoffees concerned in the ſaid Truſt, 
and upon the Deſire and Peticon of the Inhabitants of Man- 
cheſter, and that the Matters decreed doe agree with the ori- 
ginall Truſt, and that as well the ſaid Feoſſees as Inhabitants, 
deſire a Confirmacon thereof: It is therefore this Day ordered, 
adjudged and decreed by this Court, that the ſaid recited De- 
cree ſhall be, and is hereby, and by the Authority of this Court 


ratified and confirmed; and that as well the preſent Feoffees 
or 
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or Truſtees, as the ſaid Premiſſes, as all others to be hereafter 
elected and choſen into the ſaid Truſt, ſhall have Liberty, and 
are hereby impowered to ſet, let, and diſpoſe by Leaſe or 
Leaſes, or otherwiſe, all or any Parte of the ſaid Meſſuages, 
Lands and Premiſſes, given and limitted by the ſaid George 
Clerke, to the pious Uſe before-menconed, for the Terme of 
twenty-one Years, or under, reſerving thereupon the improv- 
ed and a better yearly Rent, then the ſame are now farmed ar, 
according to the Proviſion and Diſcrecon for the purpoſe in the 
ſaid Decree, and when and as often as the Number of the ſaid 
Feoffees is by Death reduced to four, that the ſaid ſurviveing 
Feoffees ſhall within the Time, in and by the ſaid Decree ap- 
pointed, make new Grants and Conveyances to ten other ſub- 
ſtantiall Perſons for the perpetuall Uſe and Performance of the 
originall Truſt, and according to the Tenor and Purport of the 
ſaid recited Decree,
